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Lubrication Advances 


HE road transport industry is in debt to the oil companies for the 
§ feta te progress that has been made since the war in the 

development of engine lubricant, which has undoubtedly played as 
important a part in improving the life and performance of power units 
as have advances in design. There is friendly rivalry between the oil 
companies and engine makers regarding the apportionment of credit 
Engine technicians sometimes claim that they have had to overcome a 
lubricating oil deficiency by clever design, and the oil men point out that 
they often have to produce a special lubricant to cater for a design fault. 

The list of additives that can be used to improve lubricants is a formid- 
able one, and in many cases the need for an additive is a function of 
operating conditions. Important variables include the sulphur content 
of the fuel, the maximum and minimum operating temperatures of the 
coolant, ambient temperature and humidity, frequency of oil change and 
filter replacement. 

Catering for the many variables is costly in terms of additive content 
To a particular operator, employing the highest grade obtainable may 
represent a worthwhile economy; to a second operator, running the same 
type of vehicle, a relatively low-cost lubricant would provide equally 
satisfactory results in practice 

Interrelation of lubricant properties, engine design factors and 
operating conditions is an extremely complex subject, the ramifications 
of which can have confusing repercussions on marketing policies. The 
information offered by the oil companies needs clarification rather than 
elaboration, so that the operator can use the cheapest oil to satisfy his 
particular needs without sacrificing reliability. 

The measures and safeguards to be taken by the operator when 
running-in a new engine also sometimes need clarification. In the opinion 
of some leading oil technicians, advances in lubricant properties 
eliminate the need for running-in, given that high oil consumption during 
the first few thousand miles is acceptable without prejudice by the 
operator. Whether or not this is a valid claim may vary with individual 
makes and individual engines, and a more detailed ruling on the subject 
by makers and oil companies is called for. Compared with the average 
motorist, running-in can represent an adverse economic factor to a 
typical commercial-vehicle operator 

It is pertinent that a German maker of cars and light vans marketed 
in this country does not mention the necessity to run-in a new engine 
On the other hand the lack of this necessity is not high-lighted, and it may 
be concluded that the maker is pandering to the conservatism of British 
users.

ANY business executives have had the honour of 
M laying foundation stones, but not so many can have 
taken off their jackets and literally started to lay 
the complete foundations for premises to house a new 
enterprise.

In view Mr. Edwards’ comprehensive knowledge of 
the tipping gear industry, his advice is often sought by 
outside bodies, and when the tipping gear manufacturers 
have found it desirable to hold a joint meeting at the 
premises of the S.M.M. and T., he has frequently been 
elected chairman of the gathering 

But when one Mr. Edwards about his personal 
achievements, his reply is more than likely to emphasize 
the value that the existing team-spirit has brought to his 
organization.

contested at the Court of Appeal the ruling of the Transport Tribunal to allow 
Merchandise Transport, Ltd., to add 112 large vehicles to their A-licensed fleet, 
which had previously been carrying goods exclusively for Harris Lebus, Ltd., 


under C licence. 


But it was only a partial victory, really, because their

be granted.

F the number of committees is any guide, a far more 

serious effort than ever before is now being made to 

solve the problem of delays to road vehicles collecting 
ind delivering at the docks. The Rochdale Committee now 
inquiring into the major ports of Great Britain has the 
subject well in mind. Some of the ports concerned, perhaps 
imitating the Government's example, are setting up com- 
mittees and working parties of their own. An encouraging 
Sign is that port authorities and users are busy discussing 
their common problems. For example, timber hauliers 
arranged a meeting not long ago at which ship owners, 
wharfingers and the Port of London Authority were 
represented 

The nature of the interest determines the approach to the 
problem. The railways make few complaints. They are 
themselves responsible for a number of docks; most ports 
were designed primarily to take rail traffic; and on the whole 
the railways do not seem to be worried when trucks are 
kept waiting for long periods. Other the docks,

The ultimate responsi- 
bility lies with the Government, and naturally enough the 
port authorities do not find it politic to be too outspoken, 
ilthough they may wish as warmly as hauliers that a proper 
dock system could be provided. In the meantime their 
efforts must be concentrated on making the best use of the 
ports as they are at present, with all their imperfections

NVARIABLY in transport operation the

Failure to make adequate provision to meet known require- 
ments can be particularly vexatious when it concerns personal 
transport. Although this responsibility may not normally be 
considered to come within the sphere of industrial transport 
management, there is nevertheless a large and increasing 
number of concerns where this does in fact apply. Unfo 
tunately in such circumstances it is all too easy to underrate the 
extent of these additional responsibilities

type of vehicle. It is appreciated, however, that this would not 
always prove practicable except with large companies. More- 
over, even in much more limited circumstances, it may well be 
that even though a large fleet of staff cars, in aggregate, are 
operated, these are disposed throughout the country As a 
result it is seldom a practical proposition to carry out their 
maintenance at one central point. 

When considering the provision and maintenance of staff 
cars, and particularly where nationwide coverage is involved. 
the close interrelation of several of the items of operating 
cost is particularly marked. Whilst f a static 
fleet of staff cars raises one set of problems, there is also the 
factor of maximum availability to be reckoned with. Admit- 
tedly this must always be the economic ideal for any type of 
vehicle, but it has particular significance relative to the provi- 
sion of executive and sales representatives’ cars
